A big push for Taegu was con- 


aidered imminent but there was no 
official mention of it at headquar- 
ters. General MacArthur omitted 
hi* early morning: war summary, 
a usual indication that the situa- 
tion if generally unchanged. 


On the Taegu front 
troops 


fought over a 100-yard-wide nc- 
man*» land. Big guns and planes 
poured deadly fire into the narrow 
lm« and casualties were believed 
to b« heavy.

tried to cut the Allied road from 
Taegu but succeeded in slowing 
supplies only briefly Wednesday.

tain highway from the north was 
the battlelme. Ridges lining it were 
commanded by the Reds when the 
doughboys jumped 
off against 


them. 


In an all-day fight the Ameri- 


cans drove the Reds from several 
commanding ridges.

And there was an animal cracker, shyly presented by a 


three-year-old girL The tall man in a white linen suit that 
matched his snowy hair leaned forward to accept with all 
the dignity of an elder statesman. 


Baruch has been an elder statesman, without portfolio, 


in the American way of life since World War I. 


Two and a half years ago, he said, "I have come to the 


end of my furrow, now I am going to sit by." Now. nib- 
bling on the animal cracker, he observed. "The sands of life 
are running out on me, but I'm not senile yet. I'll know 
when I am and I'll shut up. But I'm still able to cope with 
those fellows and I'll keep teling them what I think should 
be done until somebody listens." 


Those fellows are the ones in Washington, and it is to our 


advantage that they have listened to the wisdom from a 
park bench and done something about it. They began listen- 
ing as long ago as 1916. They listened, and the whole world 
did, too, with the exception of Russia and Poland, in 1946 
when the United Nations cheered the course he laid out for 
the atomic age. 


That was when he said he was bowing out. Others had 


suggested he rest after World War I. when he was 50. "That's 
supposed to be middle life," Baruch recalled, "but it's just 
plain youth." And it was not surprising that last month 
JM should appear, uninvited but forthright as ever, before 
the senate banking committee. The Baruch force and dignity 
was at full magnitude when he declared that the proposed 
defense production bill ''had one major fault... it does not 
go far enough." 


The bfll seemed sure of becoming law in pre-Baruch form 


before he appeared. But the quiet judgment of Baruch has 
sliced through political barriers many times before. When 
the bill emerged, it included the sweeping powers for the 
president that Baruch had urged, even though the president 
and congress had shunned them. 


There are no politics on the park bench Baruch occupies 


He had split in 1948, with the same president to whom he 
would now give extraordinary powers over prices, wages 
and profits. His smiling acceptance of an animal cracker 
duly recorded by news cameras, was an event more to be 
expected of the vote-hungry campaigner. Baruch. however 
is campaigning only for America, and the survival of the 
American way. 


At 80,- he Is still campaigning, still able to "cope with 


those fellows," and the little girl with the cookie is only 
small symbol of how his countrymen feel about a man who'l 
"keep on telling them what I think should be done."

I finition as would be required in the 
i public jurisprudence. But . union 
I jurisprudence is a system of per- 
i secution, tacitly authorized by the 
1 Roosevelt and Truman admimstra- 
j tions. It puts upon those victims 
who appeal to tha public courts 
terrible stigma and punishments. 
Under the typos' constitutions, as, 
indeed, under most union constitu- 
tions, a patriotic citizen could be 
banished forever from, his trade 
and branded as a loathsome person 
for disclosing to the FBI the fact 
that Communist traitors in execu- 
tive control of a local or larger 
unit of the union were plotting to 
betray the United States to the 
enemv. That would be a violation 


which is often cited as one of the 
finest in the United Slates. Xo 
doubt it is. Moreover, a majority 
of "those present" may be ad- 
ministration men who have out- 
lasted the 
anti-administration 


group until a vote is taken at four 
o'clock in the morning. Or they 
may be men in fear that if they ( 
vote otherwise, they, too, will ba 
charged with ratting and simUarly 
persecuted. 


Perculiarity 


Another peculiarity of this union 


jurisprudence occurs here: "The 
evidence of rats shall not be re- 
ceived in any trial of union men 
for any cause whatever, as they 
are under the ban of tha union and 
not recognized as honorable men." 


It in pertinent here that the 


public courts admit the testimony 
of men convicted of crimes for 
what !t is worth whereas this union 
reserves the power to exclude 
testimony against its own bureau- 
crats offered by victims of their 
despotism.

The initial cost of American 


narticipation in World War II was 
about 5350,000,000.000.

The relatively low estimates by 


the navy and air force for their 
part in the Korean xvar reflects the
